eroſſing Turkey in Afia, to the Entrance of the Perſian Sea, and 


Parts to Tartary; theſe Places, 1 ſay, will ſee the Moon riſe to- 
tally eclipſed : So that all the Eaff-Indies, and the Iſlands in 
thoſe Seas, will have the Eclipſe in their Hemiſphere, and in all 
the Oriental and Southern Oceans beyond the Antartic Pole 
this Eclipſe v will be viſible. 

The third is another ſolar Deliquium, and ha pens on the ad 
Day of May, at a Quarter before our Ten o'Clock at Night; 
it wil be only viſible in the remote ſouthern Parts of the Earth, 
and there but of ſmall Magnitude. 

The fourth is another partial Eclipſe of the Sun, and falls 
on the 26th of September, at half an Hour after our Midnight; 
this is vifible alſo in the unknown ſouthern and remote Parts of 
the Globe, but it is quite ſmall. 

The fifth is a total and viſible Eclipſe of the Moon, and hap- 
pens on Sunday the 11th of October, in the Evening, and only 
Part will be viſible in England, if ihe Air be clear, aceording 
to the following Calculation to the Meridian of London.
